But, with Nicola Berti agreeing to come to Australia it can open the 
door for many more overseas players to come to Australia to play in the 
NSL and stop the flow of talented Australian players heading overseas to 
further their careers. As | have said before, we are never going to stop 
players with the talent of Harry Kewell and Mark Bosnich from going 
overseas but to slow the flow overseas we need more Nicola Berti's 
playing in the NSL. From a Northern Spirit point of view, there is no 
doubting Nicola's talent and ability but do not think that he alone can pull 
us out of our slump. 

This is a team game and it needs the whole team to lead us forward, 
but what Nicola's arrival has done is lift the rest of the players and | know 
we will move forward from here. To Nicola | say thank you for placing 
faith in Northern Spirit and Australian Soccer, welcome to the club and 
good luck for the rest of the season. 

Tonight's match with Brisbane Strikers is a Grand Final as far as 
Northern Spirit is concerned. It is going to be hard to make the Top Six 
after we went down to Newcastle and if we do not get over the top of 
Brisbane it could be good night.

Catlin made a spectacular triple save before
